l)li)(jd, to reduce its siiinulating powert-', 
and of course lo diminifih the Ibrcc of its 
circulation. 
'l*he purple color of iho ve­ 
nous blood is ow’ing to the carbonic acid 
it has imbibed. 
In ihe lungs, the oxygen 
ol the atmosphere removes this ileleieri- 
ous acid, and the circulating iluid then re­ 
sumes its hrighl f-carlet appearance. 


According lo this theory, poisons, and 
those malignant disorders, such as tho 


history carries us, and the crnving which 
even animals, botli wild and tame, eihib- 
it for it, would tend to prove that this con­ 
diment has some universal and essential 
eflect on tho bodily constitution.

Public confidence is completely dcstroy- 
odf end fears are entertained that further 
oad heavier failures must and will ensue, 
if some change for the better does not 
•poedily transpire—of which however, wc 
have scarcely a hope. 
Ilusiness is com 
|rtetelv suspended ; our manufacturing os 
ti^llshments are consulting on the propri 
oty and expediency of stopping, and dis 
b a rg in g their hands, until a eliunge of 
tiroes taKes place. J f so, it will be almost 
ruinous to our prosperous city, as thou- 
■ands will be thereby deprived of their 
daily bread.

TH E ROCKY^MOUNTAINS. 


From an article in the January number of 
8illiman*s Journal, communicated by Pro­ 
fessor Eaton, the following fact« are deri­ 
ved. Professor Eaton obtained them from 
John Ball. Esq. one of his pupils in Na­ 
tural History,and a graduate of Dartmouth 
College. 


The geology of the country west of ihe 
Rocky Mountains is remarkably simple 
and uniform. 
The general underlying 
rock is the r«d sandstone— the same whicli 
contains the salt springs in the western 
part of the State of New York—ai»d the 
fame as that which is the basis rock be­ 
tween the mountains & the Mississippi ri 
ver. The Rocky Mountains rise up from 
the midtt, as it were, of a horizontal sea 
of red sandstone, as if some tremendous 
force had driven it upwards, like an island 
forced up from the depths of the ocean. 


Almost the whole country is consider* 
•d as volcanic. 


Tho red sandstone oftan rises in peaks, 
lillf those on the Connectieut river, be­ 


tw een Northampton and Greenfield, se­ 
veral hundred feet in height, while chan­ 
nels of rivers open the rocks at their ba- 
eiis, to a great depth. 
The grey puduing 
Slone onen caps the peaks. 
Many of 
them are covered with eternal snow, ne­ 
ver melting in the greatest heat of summer. 


From the first of June, 1831, to the first 
of November, (five months,) less than one 
inch of rain foil between the mountains 
and a strip ofland from 150 to 200 miles 
in width, bordering on the Pacific. 
Veg­ 
etation is scanty in this region and pro­ 
fuse beyond description as far as the rains 
extended. 
For many hundred miles tfjc 
sky is always serene l>y night, and scarce­ 
ly a cloud is seen by day. 
On the barren 
plains the flowers of plants greatly ex­ 
ceed the herbage in size and brilliancy. 
The growth of all vegetables, along the 
two hundred miles border of the Pacific, 
is astonishingly profuse. 


Ploughing may be rominenced in Jan­ 
uary, in lat. 45 (leg. 37 min. 
'J‘he vege­ 
tation of the preccilingseason stands in the 
gardens at that time untouched by frost. 
Though the latitude is nearly that of Mon­ 
treal, morning and evening hay are unne­ 
cessary, for caitlo graze on IVe.-iii growing 
grass ilirough tho winter. 
A ineteor»)- 
lo^ical table exhibits a remarkable unifor- 
miiy of température during the winier 
montlis. 
So much fur the physical feat­ 
ures and characler. 


As to the mural fondilion of ihc place 
from whence the deseripiion was written, 
(Fort V'^ancouver) it is t«aul the society nl' 
gentlemen is good, but they have natives 
for wives. 
Tlicy are sclecieil from a ve­ 
ry friendly tribe of Indians, who are a- 
verse to war, and exceeding peaceable.— 
'I’hcse wives soon learn English cookery, 
and perform other domestic duties in good 
style. 
Mr. Ball devotes part of his time 
u> teaching the women and children. 
As 
the Indians near the Rocky Mountains 
stole his clothes, he arrived at Vancouver 
in builalo hkin?. 
'i'he ladies immeiliatoly 
furnished him in the l)ost stylo of the 
pl.ice.

Never was there a keener intellectual 
treat ufl'orded in the Senate (Chamber, 
than the one I have been present at this 
morninç. 
Such a hurried description as 


I can give, will convey a very impcrfect 
idea of a debate which filled the Senate 
from noon until half past four. 
I suppose 
one-third of the representatives w'cre there, 
and 80 fascinated were they by the scene, 
that many of them never left ^the Senate 
until it adjourned. 
So intense was the in­ 
terest created, that while at particular mo­ 
ments the efl’ect produced upon the spec­ 
tators, was as if a trumpet had sounded in 
iheir ears, at others they could not restrain 
their movements of admiration and ap­ 
plause. 


'I'he morning opened by Mr. Webster’s 
introducing the report of the Commitiee 
of Finance, which he himself read to the 
Senate from the Clerk’s table. 
Their re­ 
port, as you w’illsee, is a complefe analy­ 
sis and refutation of Mr. Taney’s reasons 
for removing the deposites from the cus­ 
tody of the U. Stales Bank. 
It concludes 
by declaring his alleged reasons entirely 
unsalisfactory. 
Mr. Forsyth then rose, 
and declared he would not consent to its 
being printed, as il was an unfair represen­ 
tation of the Secretary of the Treasury’s 
reasons, and was unfairly brought for 
ward. 
It was only yesterday the rea­ 
sons of the Secretary were put in posses­ 
sion of the Committee, and lo ! this volu­ 
minous and imposing report had appeared 
to-day: it was evident the report had been 
drawn up before, and lhat the chairman 
carried his opinions of ihe majority of the 
( ’ommittee in his pocket. 
Bui when 
Daniel Webster arose, I saw'a storm com­ 
ing, and no shelter for poor Forsyth. 
I 
never saw' Mr. Webster more upon his 
mettle, the perspiration ran 
from hi: 
l)road nnd open forehead, and as he hasti 
ly wiped it, he as ofien launched forth 
his culling indignation against the man 
w'ho had traduced the Committee and 
himself. 
The assertion lhat the iTiajority 
of the Senate, lhat the Commilteo, that 
he, considerrd the real question to be 
bank nr no bank, was not true, ‘/ deny it 
— / deny it,’ he thundered out with vehe­ 
mence, and, at the top of his voice, ‘and 
no honorable Senator would dare to assert 
it. 
1 am for the country, for the Consti 
tution, for the Laws of the Land.’ 


But I cannot in a letter like this, give 
you an idea of his eloquence, or of the 
fire of his manner, it is a sort of mental ar- 
lillery this man uses, and mow’s down 
his antagonist with. 
Upon this occasion 
he utterly and entirely demolished Mr. 
Forsyth, who crest fallen, abased and hu­ 
miliated, made an attempt at a rally, which 
w'as a complete failure. 
IVIr. Clay now 
rose, and as soon as he got warmed up, 
electrified every body with the energetic 
and severe manner in which he denoun­ 
ced the base and systematic attempts on 
the part of the executive, lo trample upon 
the Constitution and violate the laws.— 
Upon this occasion, Mr. Clay and Mr. 
Webster have almost transcended their 
know'n great powers. Every one’s mouth 
is filled with their praises. 
But the morn­ 
ing did not end here. 
Mr. Wilkins was

'I’H E CRISIS COME. 


We endeavor to keep our readers advi­ 
sed, from time to time, by brief extracts

centration of all the pow'ers of the Cov- 
ermncnt in his own person.

T r a g i c M n c id e n i. 


From the Washington Globe, ofFeb. 12. 
A most tragic scene occurred in the 
House of Representatives yesterday. The 
successor of the late John Randolph, of 
Roanoke,Judge B o u l d i x , rose, and begun 
his speech, by apologizing for having de- 
cliniMi hitherto to ask the usual tribute to 
the great orator, who died a member of 
th e House, and who, while living, had 
made it illustrious by his eloquence-— 
when, in the act of ofl'ering his reasons, 
the Judge fell dead in the arms of one of 
the members near him. 
The sensation 
produced was extreme, and excited to the 
highest, by the appearance of Mrs. Boul- 
din in the Hall, who had witnessed from 
the gallery, the fiill of her husband. 


When she approached him, and fount! 
lhat all attempts to restore life were in 
vain, the bereaved nnd almost distracted 
lady pierced the Hall with her shrieks. 
She was borne from the Hall— and her 
husband’s remains were carried to the 
Speaker’s room lo await the order of the 
House in relation to his funeral. 


The private worth and public characler 
of the deceased, will doubtless receive 
from some one of his surviving colleagues, 
proper commemoration on the meeting of 
the House to-day. 


In our report of the proceedings of the 
House, will be found, as taken down by 
onr Reporter, the remarks uttered by 
Judge Bouldin, when his voice was hush­ 
ed by the hand of death. 


Mr. B o u l d i x , of Virginia, having the 
floor from the previous day, rose and 
said— 


Sir, before 1 proceed to submit a few 
remarks, and they shall be but few, on 
the merits of »he serious question whicli 
is now before the House, 1 must adv6rt lo 
ihe rebuke which I, in all due humility, 
received the other day from my colleague, 
(Mr. Wise.) 
Sir, he stated, and he slated 
truly, that although Mr. Randolph was a 
member elect of this House— that that 
fact had not been formally announced to 
the House. 
Sir, I am not in the habit of 
taking any general remark, whatever, to 
myself; but when a general remark is 
nade, and under m ch circumstances as 
w'ill apply to no one else so appropriate­ 
ly as to myself, I am compelled to do so. 
Sir, my colleague did not as kindly sug­ 
gest that the thing ought to be done, 
which another colleague (Mr. Archer,) 
moat kindly and in the most delicate man­ 
ner, through another colleague, did sug­ 
gest— that this ought to be done; and now, 
as it has become my bounden duty, I 
must tell my colleague, and this House, 
and, through them, my constituents, the 
reason why Mr. Randolph's death was 
not here announced. 
But, sir, I cannot 
tell the reason why the thing so kindly 
suggested, was not done, w’i.hout telling 
what I have already told my friends, and 
more than one, what I should say if I had 
done lhat thing— 


Here it becomcs our painful duty to 
state, that Mr. B o i?l d i n , after some mo­ 
ments pause, was observed to totter and 
lean forward upon the desk from which 
he had been addressing the house; ho was 
seized with an apoplectic fit, and although 
medical assistance w'as promptly render­ 
ed, having been carried into the esplanade, 
and bled, the vital spark had fled. 


The House adjourned on the instant* 


On Wednesday, both Houses of Con­ 
gress passed resolutions to wear crapo 
round the left arm for thirty days, and to 
attend ihe funeral of their deceased fellow- 
mcmber, at 11 o’clock, on 'J’hursd.ay.-— 
No oilier business was transacted. 


T h o m a s T y i j '.r B o it i.d i n , whose sud­ 
den demise, w’hile in the act of addressing 
the House of Representatives, has filled 
all minds and hearts with solemnity and 
awe, was one amongst the most distin­ 
guished sons of Virginia. 
At the bar, for 
his was the learned profession of the law, 
he occupied for years the foremost rank 
in all the courts in which he practised; 
and upon the bench, to w'hich he was ele­ 
vated by the votes of the two Houses of 
Assembly of his native State, he very 
soon acquired the reputation of a profound 
reasoner, an able jurist, and an upright 
judge. 
After several years service in that 
station, the people of his district called 
upon him to lay down his judicial func­ 
tions, and to assume those of their repre­ 
sentative in Congress. 
He responded to 
their wishes, and was elected the succes­ 
sor of the late Mr. R a x d o i .p h . 
Bringing 
with him to lhat high station a mind 
deeply and profoundly ¡¡nbued with the 
truths of political science— a heart devo­ 
ted to the principles of free government, 
and filled with the most generous sensi­ 
bilities—a deportment amiable and exem* 
l)lary— and a disposition conciliatory and 
l)enevolcnt, it is not to be wondered at, 
that he possessed, at the same time, the 
confidence and aflection of all who knew 
him. 
Many, very many, are afflicted by 
bis loss, and his consiitn’ents are deprived 
of an able, talented, and honest represen­ 
tative. 


In his public course be was governed 
by no sellish policy ; he looked only to 
the ijoodoftlie country, and of tho whole 
country. 
Content to niove in ihe sphere 
appointed him by his constituents, he 
looked to no higher advancement— if there 
he a higher— and, resting on the broad 
basis of principle, the constitution and 
laws were the only lights to which he 
looked for the regulation of his footsteps. 
His death may be regarded more at a 
subject of sorrow to his numerous conneS* 
ions and friends, than on his own ac­ 
count. 
He died at his post, and in the 
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discharge of his duty. 
On the argument 


lie was about to deliver, he had deeply 
pondered; and if its delivery had com- 
ported with the decree of on all-wise Pro- 
vidence, it would, as is firmly believed. 
have constituted an additional claim to 
public gratitude. 
* 


He lived and died an honest man, and, 


beyond that, there is nothing on earth 
worthy the aspirations of a noble and gen- 
erous mind.—Nat.

fairs which now exists. 


Resolved, T h at wo recom m end that 
the R evenue of the G eneral Governm ent, 
hereafter collected, be placed in the Bank 
of the U. Slates, as the safest depository 
of the public treasure, and in conformity 
with the charter and existing laws on that 
subject. 


t^eb. 11.— T h e bill to authorise the re­ 
moval of crim inal causes to the Supreme 
Court by writ of error, was virtually re­ 
jected, by the first section being nega­ 
tived. 


T h e language of discontent, in several 
parts of the country, is beginning to as­ 
sume a degree of violence, which, we 
trust, m eans— as it generally docs— much 
less than it expresses.

ted by a few individuals in that city to a- 
dopt mc.isures for the assassination of the 
President. 


T h e Globe states that sim ilar letters are 
sent constantly by mail, not only to the 
President, but to those of his confidential 
friends who are known to accord with him 
in the steps which have been taken to pre­ 
vent a re-charter of the Bank. 


T here is one obvious reflection as to 
these anonym ous letters, w hich is, that 
they are ju st as likely to be written by 
the least creditable adherents of the one 
party, as the other.— Balt. Gaz.

PITTSBURO, Feb. 4, 1834. 
' I am sorry to inform you that a very 
great, a very severe pressure, now exists, 
and has existed for the last ten days, and 
every appearance of its growing worse. 


Money,at present is not to be had. 
Some two or three heavy failures fur- 


ther West, (Cincinnati,) have deeply in- 
volved some of our heaviest and best iron 
manufacturers ; some of whom, I fear, 
will have to suspend payment oil account 
thereof. 


, Public confidence is completely destroy- 


ed, and fears are entertained that further 
and heavier failures must and will ensue, 
if some chaiigo for the belter does not 
ipeedily transpire—of which however, we 
hayejcarcely a hope.- Businesses com- 
plStelysttspended ; our manufacturing es- 
tablishments are .consulting on the propri- 
ety, and expediency of stopping, and dis- 
charging their hands, until a change of 
limes takes place. Jf so, it will be almost 
ruinous to our ,pros"pcrous city, as thou- 
sands will be thereby deprived of their 
daily bread. 


The following is an extract from a let- 


ter of the Washington Correspondent of 
the-New York Courier, dated the 7th of 
February:—

"-The Committee of Merchants 
from 


your city, accompanied by-Mr. White, 
Mr. Lawrence, and Mr. Sehlen, waited 
upon the President this morning. They 
were courteously received.

the money market, and the alarming as- 
pect of the business concerns of the na- 
tion. " Gen. Jackson staled, in the strong- 
est and most forcible terms, his solemn, 
unalterable determination tosign,no bill or 
law, having for Its object the return of the 
Public^ Deposites to the U. States Bank ; 
rur la wire-chartering the present bank, or 
incorporating a new bank, until he made 
the. experiment, and was convinced that 
the-fiscal concerns of the country could 
not be*carried on by the local banks. 
All 


attempts to argue or reason with him, on 
any of .these points, were unavailing-. A 
portion, probably the greater part of the 
Committee will leave here to-morrow for 
New-York. 


We have at length a supply of intelli- 


gence from Europe, though containing 
but few particulars of-interest or import- 
ance. The London papers, it appears, 
have expressed a belief that a war must 
take place between Russia and Eng- 
land. 
There would be good grounds 


for this expectation in the present re- 
lations of Russia with Turkey, and its 
movements towards the British possess- 
ions in the East Indies, if the spirit of for- 
mer times prevailed in the British Parlia-j 
ment. 


In Portugal, Don Miguel still maintain- 


ed his position, while Don Pedro was in- 
volved in difficulties with his Court. 


The aspect of affairs in Spain had be- 


come still more favorable to the Queen 
Regent, who appears to be firmly estab- 
lished in her authority.

INDIANA NEWSPAPERS. 


"We heard lately of a newspaper estab- 


lishment, in Indiana, somewhat novel in 
character. A printer has provided him- 
self with a supply' of wooden types, and 
having set up the form of his paper, each 
of his^subscribers furnishes him wiih a 
piece of rmislin of the proper size; where- 
upon the printer inks type with swamp 
mud, and lakes the impression upon ihe 
cloth for each patron who receives his pa- 
per on Saturday, and after reading it has 
the cloth washed and sent back in jime 
for ihe next impression. 


twccnNorthampton and Greenfield, se- 
veral hundred feet in height, while chan- 
nels of rivers open the rocks at their ba- 
ns, to a great depth. The grey pudding 
slone often caps the peaks.

them are covered with eternal snow, ne- 
ver melting in the greatest heat of summer. 


From the first of June, 1831, to the first 


of November, (five months,) less than one 
inch of rain fell between the mountains 
and a strip of land from 150 to 200 miles 
in width, bordering on the Pacific.

etation is scanty in this region arid pro- 
fuse beyond description as far as the rains 
extended. 
For many hundred miles the 


sky is always serene by night, and scarce- 
ly a cloud is seen by day. 
On the barren 


plains the (lowers of plants greatly ex- 
ceed the herbage in size and brilliancy. 
The growth of all vegetables, along the 
two hundred miles border of the Pacific, 
is astonishingly profuse. ' 


Ploughing may be commenced in Jan- 


uary, in lat. 45 deg. 37 min. 
The vege- 


tation ofthe preccdingseason stands in the 
gardens al that time untouched by frost. 
Though the latitude is nearly that of Mon- 
treal, morning and evening hay are unne- 
cessary, for caitle graze on fresh growing 
grass through the winter. A meteoro- 
logical table exhibits a remarkable unifor- 
mity of temperature during the winter 
months. 
So much for the physical feat-

Tragic Incident. 


From the Washington Globe, ofFeb. 12. 
A most tragic .scene occurred in the 


House of Representatives yesterday. The 
successor of the lute John Randolph, of 
Roanokc, Judge BouLDiX.rose, and begun 
his speech, by apologizing for having de- 
clined hitherto to ask the usual tribule to 
the great orator, who died a member of 
ih e "House, and who, while living, had 
made it illustrious by _ his eloquence — 
when, in the act of offering his reasons, 
the Judge fell dead in the arms of one of 
the members near him. The sensation 
produced was extreme, and excited to the 
highest, by the appearance of Mrs. Boul- 
din in the Hall, who had witnessed from 
the gallery, the fall of her husband. 


When she approached him. and found 


that all attempts to restore life were in 
vain, the bereaved nnd almost distracted 
lady pierced the Hall with" her shrieks, 
She was borne from the Hall — and her 
husband's remains were carried to the 
Speaker's room to await the order of the 
House in relation to his funeral. 


The private worth and public character 


of the deceased, will doubtless receive 
from some one of his surviving colleagues. 
proper commemoration on the meeting of 
the House to-day. 


In our report of the proceedings of the

ly as to myself. I am compelled to do so. 
Sir, my colleague did not as kindly sug- 
gest that the thing ought to be done, 
which -another colleague (Mr. Archer,) 
most kindly and in the most delicate man- 
ner, through another colleague, did sug- 
gest — that this ought to be done ; and now, 
as it has become my bounden duty, I 
must tell my colleague, and this House, 
and, through them, my constituents, the 
reason why Mr. Randolph's death was 
not here announced. 
But, sir. I cannot 


tell the reason why the thing so kindly 
suggested, was not done, wrhout telling 
what I have already told my friends, and 
more than one, what I should say if I had 
done that thing — 


Here it becomes our painful duty to 


state, that Mr. BOUI.MX, after some mo- 
ments pause, was observed to totter and 
lean forward upon the desk from which 
he had been addressing the house ; he was 
seized with an apoplectic fit, and although

A ficr several vcars service in that 
siation, the people of his district called 
upon him to lay down his judicial func- 
tions, and lo assume those of iheir repre- 
sentative in Uonsrcss. lie responded to 
their wishes, and was elected the succes- 
sor of the Jate ?>Ir. IVANDOJ-PH. 
Bringing 


with him to that high station a mind 
:3ecply and profoundly imbued with the 
truths of political science—a heart devo- 
ted lo the principles of free government, 
and filled wiih the most «enerous scnsi- 
LiiHtJes—a deportment amiable and escm- 
3"3ary—and a disposition conciliatory and 
benevolent, il is not to be wondered at, 
that lie possessed, at the same time, the 
confidence and affection of all who knew 
him. 
Many, very- many, are afflicted by 


his Joss, and liis constituents are deprived 
of an able, talenled, and honest represen- 
tntivc. 


In his public course he was governed 


by no selfish policy; he looked only to 
the rood of the country, and of the whole 
country. 
Content to 'move in the sphere 


appointed him by his constituents, he 
looked to no higheradvanccmeait—ifiherc 
i?c a higher—and, resting on the broad 
jasis of principle, the constitution and 
"aws were the only lights to which he 
iooked for the regulation of his footsteps. 
His death may be regarded more as a 
subject of sorrow to his numerous connex- 
ions and friends, than on his own se- 
eount.
